-There is ir»&ufficienl evidence to determine that llie ti^er named ^Sarabi" received adequate veterinary care prior to 
her deatb. Qn S ittg AV [;^served Sarabi exhibiting a leh head tilt and breathing hea-vlar then uauel. The AV 

diagnosed otitis and an upper raspirator/ inleclfort. There was no indicaJlon a ph/sical examlrrallon was performed 
and it appears that only a visual e-xamination occurnecf. No treatment was administeretf lor this neurological oonditwri 
until 7-6- lb. Public cencern with Sarabi exhihiling neurolDgical symptoms, was noted. On 7-6-25 1 b the AV 
presented Cephalexin 1500 mg. per, gSh, An entry on 7-54-201 5 by the AV slates meds were given without inodeni 
and on AV visual examination, the tiger did not have a h&ad lilt and breathing was assessed to be baick to normal. 
There is no park IreaLmant log or record that the pr^scrihed r-nedicalion was adminislerad Lo ^rabi. 

An entry record from the AV on 8-54-2015 slates tfrtKJling was observed from the nght s»de of the riwuth antf no 
Ireatmert, diagnosis, or plan wgg noted- Eight days later on |he morning et 9-1-2015 fbe AV mgde an en|ry |hat the 
ijger was down the previous evening; pantirrg heavy end not ealmg. She described the tger as depressed, slill 
drooling, dear nasal discharge and walking to water but not drinking The AV diagnosis was abscessed tooth The 
AV plan included return l^t-er in evening to SE^Jate the tiger end pertgnnod a phyciqnl fi3(amire.1ign, collect bicwd; and 
perform a dental extracflon. A1ler eedallon, her physical examination findings Included sloppy head sounds , clear 
nasal discharge, possible cloutly left eye, no wheering or crackle, but Hung sourvJs were not crisp . teeth looked great , 
a tiny ledr was noted lin the upper gum line ai left caniPe; a piece ct bene was noted lo be -wedged in the area and 
was removed. No obvious abdominal masses were palpaled, no external parasites were observed, and possible mlltJ 
dehydration wgg noted- The tiger was a-wa|te and walking after anesthetic reversal administered. On 9-2-2915 an 
enlry was made that in the AV msdioal notes that Sarabi was ambulalory and eating. On the morning o1 9-b-20lb 
SaratN was found dead in her enclosure. From the records complied by the inspectors from the AV and the facility it 
appears Sarabi hag been unhealthy starting in July 5015 until her death September 9, 2015- Dijrir^ this period ol 
time she received one round of ertlibiotics and one physicel examinalion. No other irealmeriL was adminislered or 
presenbed The only diagnostic tested prelormed on Sarabi were a CBC and chemistry profile two days prior to ber 
death. The chronolipgioal order ol Events and dooumenflation were difficult lo determine because the AV Facility wafc 
through r>olas are the only records mamiained by the lacillly. Multiple areas regarding this enlmel's oortdillon were 
missing, poorly recorded, or not provided to the inspectors in a reasongjble time period after the actual inspection. 

.Sarabi had drooling and other medical issues including mild dehydraticr. 
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dear nasal disdtarge ’’ sloppy cardiac sounds ", and atnormai lung sounds. These issues were not immediately 
addnegsed and rp other treatment weg edminigterad- IDequmentelien of the eKaminetiPfi, diegnpetic testing 
performed, treatment proscnPod. and plan for oontmuod ovaluatlon and 1ollow-up neods lo be maintained by Ifta 
facility and be available for review by APHIS irtspectors. All relevant medical records musl be provided at the time of 
ingpadliart, Pr wilbin a raegdoafale time paripd. Dacumenlalnn must be mairtteirted ter any health related prbblema 
atxJ II must Include tbe lollowlrrg Information;

HANDLING OF ANIMALS, 

- The facility is ourrerttly not conduding guided tours During the »nspeclion a black arvJ white rulfed lemur named 
'Andro' walked through a set of berg placed egeingl the wire panels in Itta enclosure wallg. The enimal was able |p 
roach an arao that oxtonded boyond the oxisling public barrier maklrtg It possible Im pubic contact to occur wllb this 
nonhuman pnmate. 

In two enclpguros al the back ol Ibe park the enclosure wells contein plexi-glagg pertitions to aJIow dear viewirkg ol 
the animals. There were 1/2 Inch diameter holes In these partitiorrs m from ol the river otter as well as Ihe other 
blsKjk arid white lemur named "Yin". Thege holes are large encHugh to allow a finger to pass through, which oouW 
permit conlacl wilh Ihe endosed animals. This is a potential hazard to parti guests, and could negalively impact lha 
animals as well. 

In any area where Ihe public is allowed to feed or ig able lo physically contact enclosed animals there must be eilher 
m easily idorHiliable park omployoe, or a public barrier suflioant lo keep the public at least 3 foal away Irom lha 
enclosure wail. The tacility must provide public barriers in all areas el the park In areas where the ladlity will allow 
contact and'or 1eedir>g pt the animals-, there mugi tse an easily identifiable park employee pregani to supervise the 
mlsraclion with the animals.

ENVIRONMENT ENHANCEMENT TO PROMOTE PSYCHOLOGICAL WELL'EEING. 

- There were eight enclosures with sirigly housed nonhuman primates present in each: one black-harxled spider 
monkey, one white ttiromed capuchin, fwo blacki and white ruhed lemurs, one vervet and three ring 
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tail lemjrs There was rw rtocumentation tlial addifessedi lh»e en^chmend neete of these individually Imised 
npnhumen pnimatas- II thprp a ^peciFin rpaaon these animple ere sir^ly housed, that reason must be stetad end 
jusJlIled tiha atlendirtg vetennarlan. 

The individually housed ring tailed lemurs can see other nonhuman primates and are separated by wine dividers. The 
individuelly housed vervei and the two rulFed lannure cennoi aee oHier nonhuman primates. The spider monkey end 
capuchin nxrnkey can see each other without any contact. Individually housed primates may experience increased 
mental and emotional tistrese at being separated from other primates, and therefore require additional enrichment to 
help ensure thair needs are being mel. The environmer^tal enhancenient plan must include specllic provisions Lo 
address the social needs of nonhuman primates of species krwwn to exist in social groups in nature. Such speolic 
provisions must t>e in accordance with eumenitty accepted prolessionel standards , as died in appropriate protessional 
journals or reroronce guides, and as directed by the attending veterinarian.
